Sleep diſtingniſhes theſe Diſtempers from all others. The 
particular Symptoms that diſtinguiſh. one ſleepy Diftemper 
from another, may be gather'd from what is already ſaid. 
As for Frognoſtics : Sleep in general is a bad omen, and 
is more or leſs to he ſuſpected, according to the degree of 
leeping. A Coma is very dangerous in the height of an acute 
Fever. If thz Fever intermit, or be accompany d by evacua- 
tions, tis leſs hazardous, unleſs it happen in the beginning. A 
Lethargy generally brings Heath in ſeven Days: But if the 
lick Ferion ſurvive the ſeventh Day, he recovers. If tis fol- 
low'd by Evacuations by Steel, by the Noſtrils, the Bars, r 
tallvating Glandules, tis a tolerable fign, eſpecially if the 
Fever and other Symptoms relent. If the Symptoms are 
keighten'd, and the Body in the interim oppreſs d by other 
Diſtempers, eſpecially thoſe of the Head, together with cold 
Sxcats, 'tis a deſperat Caſe. A Phrenſie preceding a Les 
thargy, makes it mortal; whereus if it follow after; tis a 
hgn of Recovery.

In forming Prognoſtics, we may expect the Paroxyſm hon 
the wonted Excrements betwixt the Toes diſappear, and the 

Belly is conſtipated. The Sciatica is more obſtinat than the 
Gout ; which if inveterat, hereditary, or attended by Nodes, 
is incurable in old Men. If the Joints adjacent to the Origi- 
nal of the Nerves be ſeiz d, it portends Death. If any part 
de put out of Joint by arthritic Pains, tis a hard matter to 
ſet it right. The frequency of bad Symptoms, and the mo- 
ving of the Pains towards the Throat and upper Parts beto- 
kens Death. If the Paroxyſm do not Hniſh 1 its Courſe, but 
break off abruptly, tis an ill omen. 

As for the Cure. When we foreſee a Paroxyſin, tis con- 
venient firſt to exhibit the Poudei of Crabs - eyes with Salt of 
Tartar and Ofteocolle 3 then a Vomit, and afterwards the fol- 
lowing Purge:

Diſcaſe, the Balls of the Eyes are ſeiz d with Pain, without 
any Inflammation; or if the ſick Perſon attempt as it were 
to catch Flies, it betokens à Delirium, and (Cotivulfions. 
But if he.begin to pick at the Bed-clothes, or be ſenſible of 
the contraction or twitching of any Member, or of the ſcem- 
ing aſcent of RPE to the Head, the Conviilion is jult oh 
hand. 

If the Patient dogs, and be anedclibie to. give an a6vbugt 
of theſe Symptoms „the Phyſician may put his Hand to the 
Wrifts or tendinous Parts; and if he obſerve that the Ten- 
dons ftart or quaver, tis a ſign of fatal Convulſions. An 
Epilepfie may be alſo propheſy'd in other Caſes from frequent

If an Epilepſie proceed from Convulſions of the Infernal 
Membrans, it diſcovers it ſelf by a murmuring Noiſe in the 
Inteſtines, Swellings or Contractions or Hardneſs of the Bel- 
ly, drawing the Navel inwards, violent Throws of the Guts, 
Pains in the Loins, a Diftention and Contraction of the 
Breaſt, Difficulty of Breathing, an Apprehenſion of being 
Stifled, Ge. If it be eſſential, it ſurpriſes the Perſon without 
any preceding Signs, or ſenſe of Pain; but a {ympromatical 
Epilepſie is nſher'd in by the aching of ſome affected Part, 
= the apprehenſion of Vapors tranſmitted from thence to 
the Brain. 

The Prognoftics are variable Jeong to the Circum- 
ſtances of the Patient. If an Epilepſie commence after the 
twenty fifth Year of the Perſons Age; if it ſucceed iliac 
Pains, acnte Fevers, immoderat . Watchings, exceſſive loſs 


of Blood, over - violent Purging, or the uſe of Hellebor; if 


the Fits return frequently, and the Lips, Tongue, Eye-lids, 
or Breaſt, be mueli affected; if the Diſeaſe be hereditary, 
eſſential, and inveterat; if the Patient does not ſneeze after 
uſing Medicines for that purpoſe : In all theſe Caſes there's 
a great deal of danger. If a Woman with Child be ſeiz'd 
with Convulſions, they threaten Miſcarriage. If it com- 
mence from the Infancy, or before the ſtate of Manhood, 
tis curable. If it return frequently, it renders the Perſon i 
ſtupid or delirious. If a chronical Epilepſic be follow'd by 
an unmalignant Fever, tis a good Omen. 
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The Caen i pl wo Been . of Chit- 
dren is accounted for elſewhere. As for adult Perſons, the 
Phyſician muſt heedfully inſorm himſelf if the Cauſe be ex. 
ternal or internal ; if the Diſeaſe he e or cal; 
and if ſymptomatieal, in what particular ts the Courcs 
of the Diſtemper lies. And withal he muſt carefully obſerve 
the following Remarks, which do not relate to the Paroxyſm, 
but to the general Method of Cure. 

1. That chronical Convulſions ariſing . internal Cauſes, 
do generally invade hypochondriac and ſcorbutic Perſons, and 
are owing to a vicious Acid, which for the moſt part is bred 
in the firſt Paſſages. | Therefore Evacuations, and the uſe of 
teftaceous alcalin Pouders, Spaniſh Soap boil d in Milk, and 
chalybeat Medicines, are recommended. -. 

2. That if the Diſeaſe ariſe from any particular Member, 
the Medicines which properly regard that, Part ought to be 
join'd with Specifics ; but not ite till after the general 
Evacuations. 

3. That eee Vomits are ſovereign Medicines, if 
the Diſeaſe proceed from the internal Parts. They ought to 
be given every Month, four Pays before the full Moon. 

That all purging Medicines ought to be of the milder 
ſort, and mix'd with ſweet Mercury thrice ſublimated ; and
